Reading the script makes 
it easier because just as you can 
follow character development, 
you can also follow car 
development. We make 
adaptations, considerterrain and 
come up with the right vehicle ... 
it’s my goal that the audience 
instinctively knows which 
car is for which character. 

You must work closely with 


the stunt drivers, right? 

My background is also motor 
sports so I race a lot of different 
types of cars. I know what the 
stunt guys are looking for and 
that’s a key ingredient — if a stunt 
guy’s not happy with the car, 
nobody is going to be happy. 

We set up a track with the stunt 
drivers, get them all inthecars, 
run through all the pages and 
make sure they’re 100 percent 
happy with the vehicle and the 
way it handles. The driver has to 
be as comfortable as possible 
to get the best result. 

Is the script your bible no 
matter how outlandish it is, 
or do you dictate what can 


be done with the rides? 

I’m one of those guys who never 
likes to say no. They usually give 
mea call, we’ll sitand talk, find 
out what they have in mind. You 
just figure it out. There’s a lot of 
people involved in the process 
— special effects, stunts, visual 
effects — it’s a huge group effort 
and we always make it work. 

Are you also on set to patch up 
accidents or running issues? 
Yep, usually there’s up to 20 
of us standing by making sure 
everything goes smoothly in 
the repairs. We have days when 
there are 80 cars working at 
once. It takes a lot of manpower 
to keep everything running.

How they

What was the most expensive 
scene for car wreckage? 

We probably destroyed the 
highest number of hero cars 
in act two, but it’s all endless 
carnage. When the cars come 
out of the aeroplane it was just 
explosive and it just gets bigger 
and better from that point. 

And they’re not CGI cars you’re 
throwing out of a plane? 

It’s 100 per cent real, those cars 
are dropping at about 40 miles 
an hour [64kmh]. That’s what’s 
great about this franchise — for 
the most part everything you see 
a car do, the car is actually doing 
it ... I always have that fear 
because the CGI is great, but 
if Fast & Furious was all CGI, it 
would lose its popularity. Most 
car enthusiasts want to know 
what they’re watching is 
actually happening. 

How hard is it to convince 
people that cars can skydive 
and survive, when they can’t 
in real life? 

It depends on the scene. In the 
plane-drop scene those cars 
were built like racing cars. There 
area couple of specialty vehicles 
built for specific shots but what 
keeps everything rolling is the 
multiples. If we wanted to make 
the movie with just one of each 
car, it’d be a very long process. 
For example, we had six of 
Brian’s [Paul Walker’s] GT-R, so 
if something happensand the 
car can’t drive away, my guys 
are pulling up with another within 
30 seconds, ready to go.

Militery drones are changing war 
forever. Here's how fhe Predator works. . . 




The Predator MQ-1 is the destroyer 
drone. It loses most of the cameras 
of the RQ-1 searcher drone and runs 
a Multispectral Targeting System 
that lets the pilotaim itstwoHellfire 
missiles with infrared or two 
different types of laser. And the 
MQ-9 Reaper (pictured) is even 


biggerand deadlier. Itsengine 
makes 671 kW, and it can carry 
1700kg of deadly force. That’s four 
Hellfire air-to-ground missiles and 
two 230kg laser-guided bombs, 
withplanstofitair-to-airStinger 
missiles. The Reaper first saw action 
in Iraq and Afghanistan in 2007. 


Believe it or not, it’s a lot like 
asnowmobileengine.The 
four-stroke unit makes about 
75kW — justa bit more than 
a Suzuki Swift — and runs 
four cylinders.

Think it’s down to a pilot and a 
couple of support staff? A fully 
operational Predator system has 
four drones, a Ground Control 
Station, and a satellite-link 
communication suite. Ittakes 
82 people to run the lot. As well 
as the pilot, a Predator crew 
has two sensor operators 
who operate the cameras, sift 
through targets, do the recon 
and assist the pilots. The rest 
of the staff are support-based. 
Pilots fly using a flight stick, but 
visibility’s restricted compared 
to a normal craft. The Predators 
can be pre-programmed with a 
flight path, like home drones, and 
run pretty much automatically. 


Why the top brass love them 


Not killing pilots is obviously the 
top reason, but there are plenty 
of others. Drones are often 
used where command fears to 
send in manned craft, like areas 
where air defences are still 
active, over the ocean, and 
anywhere hammered with 
chemicals or bio-warfare gear. 


They also excel at provid i ng 
support for ground troops, but 
are most famousforsneaking 
up on targets in US-sanctioned 
assassinations. Even better, the 
whole set-up can be pulled 
apart, packed up, shipped 
anywhere worldwideand made 
operational in eight hours max. 


Spy gear 


Predators come in different 
forms. The RQ-1 is the 
reconnaissance version and 
it carries some sweet gear in 
its nose: a full colour camera 
the pilot uses to fly the craft, 
infrared cameras for night 
and low-light scenarios, and 
synthetic aperture radar that 
can create 2D and 3D images 
of objects seen through 
clouds, smoke and the like.

► Louisiana is stuffed full of 
feral pigs which use the swampy 
vegetation to hide out in before 
ripping up crops and destroying 
the land. So Cy Brown and 
James Palmer invented the 
Dehogaflier (the red drone 
in the picture). It’s equipped with 
a thermal camera so they can 
track Porky Pig at night and stick 
a bullet in his brain. State law 
allows the hunting of the vermin 
pretty much anywhere — it’s less 
sport than extermination. “If 
you’ve got roaches in your 
house, you don’t leave the eggs 
behind because they’re poor 
innocent eggs,” said Brown. 
“You kill them all.” 



Remote-control graffiti 


► Tagging walls and trains is 
a risky business. You can get 
busted by the cops or run over 
by a locomotive. So thank God 
American aerosol artist Katsu 
has come up with a spray- 
painting drone that’ll let people 
deface public property from a 
safe distance and give the cops 


nightmares. It’s still not easy 
to control, but if it’s perfected 
no wall will be safe, even if it’s 
surrounded by barbed wire, 
search lights and it’s at the 
top of a 60-storey building.

Fast food just got faster 


► Catching crims, killing 
terrorists and saving lives is 
all well and good, but if you 
want to use drones to their 
full potential, you’ve got 
to deliver pizza with them. 
That’s just what Domino’s 
did in June 2013, test-flying 
a machine that can carry 
pizzas in heat bags over a 
distance. Pizzerias in New 
York, California and even 
Russia have also trialled 
drones, probably because 
they figure they couldn’t 
get any more lost than the 


stoned uni students who 
currently deliver your food 
on scooters. It’s not just 
Italian pies, either — other 
fast food joints are in on 
the act. In September 2013 
the Tacocopter — which 
delivers tacos, naturally — 
made its debut, and now 
there’s a business based 
on it in San Francisco, with a 
“Lobstercopter” version for 
the US East Coast. A shop in 
London is using drones to 
deliversushi burgers to its 
customers, as well. 
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► Asian giant hornets 
are bastards of things 
whoVe killed scores of 
people, so French bloke 
Etienne Roumailhac 
decided to use a drone 
to kill them and their nests 
instead of doing it by 
hand and getting stung 
1.8 million times.
